Make valid defective Registration of Deeds in 
certain Cases, and to substitute adhesive Stamps 
in lieu of the Fees and Stamps now payable on 
Proceedings in the Registrar of Deeds Office in 
Ireland. 

W HEREAS by ail Act of Parliament made in Ireland in 
the Sixth Tear of the Reign of Queen Anne, intituled 
“ An Act for the public registering of all Heeds, Con- 
“ yeyances, and Wills that shall be made of any Honours, Manors, 
g “ Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments,” a Public Register Office 
was established in the City of Dublin, and by other Acts of Parlia- 
ment made in Ireland, and by certain Acts of Parliament of the 
United Kingdom, various Provisions have from Time to Time been 
made in respect of such Register Office : And whereas the Require- 
10 ments of said Acts respecting the Memorials of Heeds lodged for 
Registry have in many Oases not been strictly complied with, and 
Doubts have arisen as to the Validity of the Registration of those 
Heeds : And whereas by an Act passed in the Third Tear of the 
Reign of King William the Pourth, intituled “ An Act to regulate

“ land,” certain Pees were made payable for and in respect of the 
several Proceedings in said Office as contained in a Schedule to 
said Act annexed : And whereas, in addition to the Revenue derived 
from the said Pees, there is also derived from the Registration Pro- 
ceedings in Ireland a Revenue from Stamps on the Memorial of 5 
Deeds, and on Requisitions for Negative Searches, Common Searches, 
and Abstracts and attested Copies of Memorials issuing from said 
Office : And whereas it is expedient to consolidate the Two Soxuces 
of Revenue so derived from Registration Proceedings as aforesaid, 
and to substitute adhesive Stamps for the Pees so paid and the 10 
Stamps so used as aforesaid : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : 15 

1. If it shall appear that the Registration of any Assurance 
registered prior to the passing of this Act is defective by reason of 
the Memorial thereof not being written on Vellum or Parchment, 
or not being directed to the Registrar, or not being attested by Two 
Witnesses, or not stating the Day of the Month and Year when 20 
such Assurance bears Date, or the Names and Additions of all the 
Witnesses to such Assurance, or the Abodes of the Witnesses to 
such Memorial, or by reason of any formal Omission or Defect in 
the Affidavit of the Witness proving the signing and sealing of 
such Memorial, the Execution of the Assurance mentioned in such 25 
Memorial, or not stating the Day and Time of the Delivery of such 
Memorial to the Registrar, then and in every such Case the Regis- 
tration of any such Assurance, without any Amendment or further 
Registry, shall be as good and valid as the same would have been 

if there had been no such Defect in the Registration thereof. BO 

2. Provided always. That where the Registration of an Assurance 
shall before the passing of this Act have been pronounced by com- 
petent Authority wholly invalid such Registration shall not be 
rendered valid by this Act ; and where the_ Registration of any 
Assurance shall before the passing of tills Act have been pronounced 35 
by competent Authority invalid as to some only of the Parties 
thereto, or as to some only of the Lands therein comprised, such 
Registration shall not be rendered valid by this Act so far as the 
same shall have been pronounced invalid ; and where any Person 
who would have been barred by any Assurance if well registered 40 
shall before the passing of this Act have had any Dealings with 
the Lands comprised in such Asstuance on the Paith of the Regis- 
tration of the same being invalid, such Registration shall not be 
rendered valid by this Act ; and this Act shall not render valid the 

Regis- 
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Registration of any Assurance as to the Lands of which any Person 
shall at the Time of the passing of this Act he in possession in 
respect of any Estate which such Assurance if well registered would 
have defeated; nor shall this Act prejudice or affect any Proceedings 
5 at Law or in Equity at the Time of the passing of this Act in 
which the Validity of the Registration of any Assurance shall he in 
question between the Party cla im i n g under such Assurance and 
the Party claiming adversely thereto and the Registration of such 
Assurance ; if the Result of such Proceedings shall he to invalidate 
10 the same, shall not he rendered valid hy this Act ; and if such Pro- 
ceedings shall abate or become defective in consequence of the 
Death of the Party claiming under or adversely to such Assurance, 
any Person who hut for this Act would have a Right of Action or 
Suit hy reason of the Invalidity of the Registration of such 
15 Assurance shall retain such Right, so that he commence Pro- 
ceedings within Six Calendar Months after the Death of such 
Party. 

3. Erom and after the First Day of October One thousand eight Stampses 
hundred a/nd sixty-four all and every the Eees authorized and made for Fees. 

20 payable under and by virtue of the said Act passed in the Session 
of' Parliament holden in the Second and Third Years of the Beign 
of King William the Bourth, Chapter Eighty-seven, and of the Act 
passed °m the Session of Parliament holden in the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Years of the Beign of Her present Majesty, Chapter One 
25 hundred and twenty, or otherwise payable in the Office of the 
Begistrar of Deeds, shall cease and determine and he no longer 
payable in the said Office, cm d in lieu thereof the several Docu- 
ments and Proceedings in the said Office for which such Pees are 
note payable shall be liable to the Payment to Her Majesty, Her
